Student Council Defeats 
Proposed Publicity Policy 


Student Council unanimously 
defeated a pruposal policy which 
would have put teeth in the 
campus publicity regulations. 
Council members agreed that the 
policy would usurp a function 
which should belong to the As 
sociated Students’ attorney 
generai. 

Suspends Privileges 

The proposition would have 
provided the suspension ot a 
club’s poster publicity priviledges 
after two violations of the rules. 

Jack Brooks, Associated 
Students vice president, stated 
that Beverly Bernardo, coordi- 
nator of publicity, wanted the 
poster regulations enforced. He 
agreed that if they were enforced 
through the attorney general and 
the board of justice that it would 
solve the coordinator’s problem 

Inactive On Ratification 

Students Council took no ac- 
tion toward ratifying the constitu 
tion of a proposed State Colleges 
Student Presidents conference 
The organization would have been 
a discussion body made up of the 
student presidents of the 10 
California state colleges. Accord- 
ing to its constitution, unanimous 
ratification was necessary to 
bring the group into being. SSC’s 
failure to ratify vetoed the plan. 

Tom Willoughby, Associated 
Students president, stated that he 
could see no value to the plan. 

Dr. Earl C. Segrest, faculty rep- 
resentative, added that he th ight 
it would only waste Willousiby’s 
time and the Associated Stuclents’ 
money. 

Refuse Appropriation 

Acting on the recommendation 
of the board of finance, Student 
Councit retused to appropriate 
$200 to send the band to the 
game on the rooters train instead 
of by bus, and refused to allow 
drama to donate the proceeds 
of the last night of the Dial M 
for Murder performance to the 
World University Service drive. 

Council tabled a motion to pay 
one-half of the fair for the yell 
leaders and song leaders on the 
rooters train to Reno. The leaders 
had requested full fair, but Tom 
Johnson, junior clasg president, 
meed to give them one-half of 








the money. The wip would cost 
over $100 for the 1i leaders. 

Council granted a request from 
Blue Key, national honor fra- 
ternity, to hang its charter in the 
Student lounge. At the same 
time, it invited all other national 
honorarys to make a _ similar 
request. 

Willoughby appointed Shirley 
Cuneo and Neil Amick to the 
board of justice. Council unani- 
mously approved the appoint 
ments 

Council voted to officially 
thank Carolyn Robinson and her 
committee for thir work on the 
Student Activities building open

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Scholastic Honorary Needed 

Friday night a chapter of Blue Key, national men’s 
honorary fraternity was installed on the Sacramento State 
College campus. This is the collerve’s fourth national 
honorary society, but as yet, SSC has no academic honor 
organization, 

Membership in Blue Key and in Silver Key, its local 
women’s counterpart, is based both on academic standing 
and on activities. To attain membership in one of these 
groups, a student must be active in two distinetly different 
fieids. 
The other three national honoraries are of a specialized 
nature, Alpha Psi Omega in drama, Alpha Phi Gamma in 
journalism and Kappa Delta Pi in education. In each, 
factors other than high classroom grades are considered as 
criteria for membership. 

Obviously, there is nothing for the student who just 
makes high grades. Unless a student is an active campus 
leader or is lucky enough to fall into one of the three fields 
with specialized honoraries, he receives little recognition 
for his work, no matter how outstanding his academic record 
may be. 

The problem is not a new one. The need for an academic 
honorary has been recognized for several years. Despite this 
recognition however, no overt action has been taken to estab- 
lish an academi. honorary on the SSC campus. 

SSC should pick out a national scholastic honorary, 
probably Phi Beta Kappa. %t should then establish a '~<al 
honorary which operates under the same constitutie and 
which has the same criteria for membership. When this 
local group matures sufficiently, it could be nationalized, 
just like Gold Key was accepte! as a chapter of Blue Key. 

The need is apparent, the remedy is relatively simple. 
SSC students should not rest until the first step has been 
taken toward the establishment of an academic honorary 


organization.

Explains Library Actica 
Ealitor, the Hornet . 

I hope that the following jetter 
answers the questions which 
William Bonner, Frank Goss and 
James Morgan recently raised. 

The current trend in library 
planning is te provide a minimum 
of barriers between books and 
readers, with controls placed 
near the stack exit or near the 
building exit. Many of our facu}- 
ty and students have expressed 
enthusiasm for our open stack 
arrangement and we plan to con- 
tinue it. However, in the past 
year more frequent complaints 
have come from patrons who 
found a book listed in the card 
catalog. but did not locate it on 
the shelf. on reserve, or checkrd 
out. Apparentiv someone forgot 
to check it out at the desk or ¢lse 
maliciously carried it off. It 
might very well be the book that 
you need. 

Inventory taken in Septernber 
1956 revealed that 1,383 books 
have disappeared with no 
charges. Some of these will mys- 
teriously reappear in the library, 
but those that are permanently 
lost represent a oss of about 
$6,000, Operation of the check 
point costs about $3,000 a vear. 
These are last vear’s losses. With 
a larger enroliment this year, the 
library losses without a check 
point would be even greater. Fur- 
thermore, the inconvenience to 
library users can hardly be meas- 
ured in dollar and cents. Many 
of the missing items are out-of- 
print and require months end 
sometimes vears to locate. 

The facts reveal that some in- 
dividuals are borrowing books in 
unorthodox fashion and the check 
point should curb this activity. 

With respect that it has heen 
necessary. this control has been 
established to render a better 
service to our patrons and to 
protect staie property. If you 
have a better solution to the 
problem, de not hesitate to pre- 
sent it at the Librarian's office
